The drawing reproduced above illustrates a practical door treat- 
ment for cases where it is desirable that the plaster and tile wain- 
scoting both finish flush with the metal door trim. The C-214 
hospital cap is brought down to the floor against the door frame and 
a special M-300 cove stop receives both the C-214 cap and the 
cove. This treatment has been successfully used in a number of 
prominent hospital installations and the C-214 cap which provides 
a flush finish with the plaster above the tile wainscoting is one of 
the very pop^ilar mosaic hospital trim tiles. 

Other practical door treatments would be bullnose returning to 
the door frame or in the case of a bullnose cap, the cap is often 
carried up and around the door forming an architectural feature 
as well as a practical finish.

GRADES OF CARLYLE QUARRY TILE

following descriptions. 

FOUR SQUARE: Tiles selected four sguare or ground 
are available in the various colors and sizes for very 
particular work where tiles are to be installed with 
very small joints. 

STANDARDS: These tiles are sound and solid in every 
particular, approximately level and regular in their 
lines with slight variations in lengths, widths and 
shades, and lay up well in floor work. 

SECONDS: These are the tiles rejected from our 
standard grade. The imperfections consist of 
slightly broken corners and chipped edges. 
There are no cracks running into the tiles. 
They are not selected with care as to level 
surface and regular lines, or as to uniformity 
of color.
